The future is In doubt, but It is 
not-worthy that the members of Ame- 
rican haute finance see M reason for 
alarm. The Pennsylvania railroad 
would not be preparing to spend $100.

Slavory hi Africa. 

Slavery will soon be completely 
eradicated from the soil of the 
dark continent, where for ages be- 



beeii in existence, says the Atlan- 
tic Constitution. 

Several] days ago the German 
government issued a decree which 
paves the way for the gradual ab- 
olition of slavery in Germany East 
Africa, and in view of the fact 
that other colonizing powers have 
heretofore taken similar steps 
there is absolute safety in the 
diction that it will not be many- 
years before slavery is wholly un- 
known iu Africa. 

l'nder tho terms of the decree 
recently issued by the Gorman 
government the slave is given 
right lo purchase his freedom 
from the master, while the master 
is required to give the slave one- 
third of bis tint in which to ac- 
quire his means for purchasing 
his freed im, and in cases of sick- 
ness and old age the master is tc 
care for the slave If this plan 
is carried out slavery will be com- 
pletely eliminated from German 
Kist Africa within less than twen- 
ty years. 

With slavery wiped out of Af- 
rica, there will be few portions of 
the earth's surface upon which th< 
blight of this great evil will rest.
